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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest a tidal gate system or method wherein the tidal gate 
comprises a second door member covering a regulated opening, a door float configured 
to cause the secondary door assembly to move out of its closed position, and a 
regulation float operatively connected to the secondary door assembly such that the 
regulation float forces the secondary door assembly into its closed position. Various 
prior art, such as Mirto Jr. '654 and Maudal '917 disclose tidal gates comprising a single 
door with a float assembly.
